REASONS FOR THANKSGIVING 


We are accustomed to ask ourselves 
on Thanksgiving morning, What 
reasons have [| for thanksgiving? It 
depends on the moral fiber of the man, 
whether his first thought is of his 
crops or of his family. Generally the 
man thinks about the crops, the 
woman about the family. We are usu- 
ally thinking whether we have fared 





well in our “basket and our store.” 
We are asking if the corn crib and 
granary are full and there is clover 


and alfalfa in the stack; if there has 
been hail, and if so, whether we had 


hail insurance; whether there has 
been contagious abortion among the 
cows, cholera among the hogs, dis- 


temper among the horses, or stomach 
worms among the lambs. 

The good mother is generally thank- 
ful if there has been no breach in the 
family, no green grave little or big in 
God's acre, no dear one with pale face 
or hectic flush whieh makes the heari 
throb with a nameless fear as we 
gather around the Thanksgiving din- 
ner table. Even if sickness or be- 
reavement has come, we can give 
thanks that it has been no worse; for 
we all know that death must come to 
all of us sooner or later, and that any 
provision for bringing people into the 
world involves of neeessity some pro- 
vision for their removal. Even if 
death has come, the vacant chair 
brings up.tender memories of loved 
ones “not lost but gone before.” 

But after all, these reasons for 
thanksgiving are personal or pertain 
to the family. We are apt to forget 
that we are but members of the larger 
and ever-widening family imvolving 
the township, the village, the county, 
the city, the state, and the nation. 
Our interests reach out far beyond 
these. There is a solidarity of state 
and nation. The welfare of the mem- 
ber of these larger families affect us 
inost profoundly and should not be 
outside the realm of our thought when 
we ask with the psalmist, “What shall 
I render unto the Lord, for all his ben- 
efits toward me?” 

The people of the United States 
without regard to sect, party, busi- 
ness or profession, have reason to be 
profoundly thankful for the great up- 
lift in business morals during the last 
year and the few years immediately 
preceding. Public sentiment is com- 
pelling men to be at least outwardiy 
honest. Unscrupulows venders of 
drugs and patent medicines are no 
longer allowed to poison the public, 
at least not without giving them 
notice of the fact. Public sentiment 
compels dealers to tell the truth. Busi- 
ness practices which have escaped 
censure heretofore now feel the 
weight of public disapproval. The 
liars and thieves are not as yet driven 
from the marts of trade, but in defer- 
ence to public opinion they are com- 
pelled to at least put on the garb and 
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adopt the manners and demeanor of 
honest men. For all this the father 
and mother of the present generation 
should be devoutly thankful. If the 
reform began by the exposure of opu- 
lent scoundrels, often hiding behind 
their Christian profession, it has now 
been extended to all ranks and condi- 
tions. 

There is reason for devout thanks- 
giving because of reforms in our polit- 
ical methods. Even a few years ago 
the free railroad pass was recognized 
as a badge of honor, a sort of patent 
of nobility indicating to the conductor 
and porter and all oihers that the 
bearer was no common man. Now it 
is regarded as a badge of dishonor, 
and those who receive them illegally 
are afraid to use them. 

For the first time in our history it 
has become recognized by all parties 


that the public is entitled to know 
who furnishes the money for our 
political campaigns. It is no longer 


honorable for the politician to ride on 
a pass furnished by the railroads and 
with money furnished by the, corpora- 
tions to control caucuses and conven- 
tions; and for the first time have the 
novel spectacle of central committees 
running campaigns with funds suffi- 
cient only for room rent, printing, and 
postage, and these furnished by the 
common people. It has long been 
known that they who furnish the 
money will control the legislation, and 
the people henceforth will furnish the 
money. 

There was through the late cam- 
paign a higher tone of political discus- 
sion, less frequent appeal to prejudice 
and passion, and more forceful appeal 
to reason and the public conscience. 
It is true that we have the demagogue 
with us, and will ever have; but the 
people are more anxious to know the 
very right of things than ever before; 
and for this let us be truly thankful. 

The wider spread of the prohibition 
movement in all sections and in all 
parties is another reason for devout 
thankfulness, and this, too, whether 
the movement is based on morals or 
expediency. Employers of men either 
in masses as our great corporations 
and factories, or as individuals, are be- 
ginning to realize that the only safe 
man in any position of prominence is 
the one who has not acquired the 
habit of indulgence in intoxicants, and 
we are beginning to realize that the 
way to avoid forming the habit is that 
of total abstinence. 

Nor should the farmer and his good 
wife forget to be thankful that the 
towns and cities are awakening to the 
corruption in their midst, and are in- 
sisting upon reform measures which 
will in the near future make the city 
in which so many of their children 
make their homes comparatively safe. 

Viewed from any standpoint, whether 
that of the farmer or the dweller in 
the city, we are living in a world 
quite different from that of a few years 
ago. People generally have higher 
ideals, there is a higher ethical stand- 
ard among lawyers, doctors, business 
men of all ranks and conditions, in- 
cluding the farmers themselves. The 
millenium has not yet dawned, and 
will not for many years to come; but 
we are generally living on a higher 
plane, and for that reason life is bet- 
ter worth living. For all this and not 
merely for crops, live stock, and cash, 
not merely for personal and family 
health, let us be duly thankful. 


HOW DID YOU GET IT? 


We have been having very inter- 
esting letters and great numbers of 
them from tenant farmers and hired 
hands over almost our entire terri- 
tory. The hired hand has told us how 
he came to be a tenant. The tenant 
tes us how he came to be a land 
owner; for it is astonishing the num- 
ber of farmers who have written us 
who began as hired hands, then be- 
came tenants, and now own land of 
their own. 

We want to hear now from. the 
farmers who have made good just how 
they did it; and we are particularly 
anxious to hear from the retired farm- 
ers, with which every town in our 
whoie territory is more or less filled. 
These men have made their pile, have 
retired, and are now taking things 
easy; more of them than any other 
class of business men in the whole 
country. The business man seldom 
retires, partly because he feels that 
he can not afford to and partly be- 
cause he don’t like to be idle. Farm- 
ers retire, hundreds and thousands of 





them, after they are fixed for this 
world. It would be a great help to 
the whole farming community, and 
furnish a most interesting statement 
of facts for the study of the philan- 
thropist, the sociologist, and the stu- 
dent of human nature generally, if 
they would tell us just how they made 
it. How did you get it, genilemen? 
The boys and girls want to know; 
we want to know. 

We ask you to take us into your 
confidence and tell us how you com- 
menced, how many acres of land you 
bought, and at what price, what you 
are getting for it in rent now, what 
you can sell it for. It would add very 
much to the completeness of the in- 
formation if you would tell us whether 
you are renting it for a share of the 
grain or not; what it brings per acre; 


what you get in cash for your pas- 
ture and meadow lands. If you are 


renting for cash, we would very much 
like to know not merely how much 
you get, but whether you are renting 
for one year or three or five, and how 
much of this rent you put back on 
the farm in the way of improvements. 
It would make the information still 
more complete if you would tell us 
whether your lands are getting better 
under grain farming, or worse; 
whether they are getting better or 
worse under live stock farming. 

Gentlemen, we ask your confidence. 
We will not publish the name of one 
of you, nor the locality, nor allow it 
to be published by anyone else; but 
would like to give a symposium stat- 
ing how a farmer in this or that state 
started, with how much, how he made 
good, and has now retired in comfort- 
able circumstances. 

The tenants and hired hands are 
giving us their confidemce in a way 


of which we feel proud, a way that 
shows that they believe in us. We 
would like to have the same kind of 


confidence from the retired farmer. 
We are not so much interested in how 
the banker or the capitalist made his 
money, although we would [Tike to 
know that also; but we are deeply 
interested in this class of people— 
the retired farmers—who have been 
phenomenally prosperous. We want 
them to tell us just how they ‘did it. 





THE PARTING OF THE WAYS. 

Every man, every business, every 
church, every political party comes at 
some time or cther to the parting of 
the ways, when the happiness of the 
man, the success of the business, the 
growth of the church, the permanent 
power of the party, or the reverse in 
each case, depends on the choice of 
way made. The republican party is 
at that point just now, and will be 
until the meeting of the next cun- 
gress, general or special, which will 
determine the way it shall choose.

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SUGAR BEETS IN IOWA. 


An Towa correspondent writes: 

“I have in twenty-five acres of sugar 
beets. Some teil me can not raise 
corn after beets. How much harder 


on land are they than corn? How d 
beets compare with corn for feed for 
hogs or cows? Is there 
value in the leaves or in the 
The company offers me $9.00 an acr 
rent for land to put beets on. Would 
it pay to rent it to them, or 

it spoil the land? I can manuré 
most every other year. I can 

pulp by paying 50 cents per 2 
freight. Would it pay me to feed it in 
place of bran to cows?” 

If we had an opportunity to get 
$9.00 an acre rent for land io be used 
for sugar beets, there would ! 
time wasted in closing up the deal. 
Our correspondent need have no fear 
of his soil being worn out in a few 
years growing sugar They not 
only take less fertility from the land 
than most crops, but the cultivation

whieh it is necessary to give them 
leaves the soil in ideal condition for 


any succeeding crop. 


Beets can not be substituted for 





corm as a feed for live stock. hey 
are valuable as a succulent bite for 
cows, sheep, brood sows, etc., as 2 


supplement to the regular grain and 
forage ration, and we believe it will 
pay most farmers to grow a small 
quantity for this purpose. It will not 
pay, however, to grow them extensive 
ly for stock food. 

The pulp is valuable feed if it can 
be obtained fresh and close at | 
At western sugar factories we 
seen thousands of cattle and sheep 
being fattened on beet pulp and alfalfa 
hay. Ht will net be found profitable 
to try to ship it any distance. It is 
too bulky to handle and will deterio- 
rate through fermentation.

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wHo IS RUNNING THIS WORLD? 


There is constant danger that the

9 of form. This danger is inherent 
jn human nature itself. “What did 
papa say at the blessing,” asked one 
of the erandchildren who had eaten 


away from home. “Same old thing,” 


was the quick reply of another. The 
came old sermon, the same old songs 
— hymns, the same old prayers, 
gradually strangling the spirit of 
thanksgiving. 

Again, we are becoming a nation of 
philosophers. We are studying the 
jaws and processes of nature, the 
method of watering the earth, the re- 


currence of lows and highs and highs 
and lows, the movement of water in 
the soil, the texture of the soil, hered- 
ity and environment, the requirements 
of plant and animal, and the laws that 
govern. From the very fact that these 
laws are uniform in their operation, 
and made so in order that we may con- 
form our operations to these laws and 
by obeying grow, we are apt to con- 
clude that law is uniform and inevit- 
able, that the great Ruler of all has 
abdicated His throne, abandoned His 
own world and become a victim of His 
laws, often flattering ourselves 
shrewdness and sagacity in 
them instead of the Lord 
alone. We pat ourselves on the back 
and think if we do not say it, that 
that big crop of corn or wheat or oats, 
or the fine finish on the steer or hogs, 
is due to our success as farmers, thus 
playing in our small way the role of 
the ancient Assyrian king, who said, 
“Is not this great Babylon which I 
have builded?” 

The townsman is not a whit more 
reverent than the farmer; indeed, 
often not nearly so much so; for the 
farmer lives nearer to nature and is 
in closer touch with the Power behind 
nature. He is seldom an agnostic, not 
because he is lacking intelligence and 
therefore has not attained unto that 
degree of profound wisdom that would 
lead him to pray: “O God, if there be 
a God, save my soul, if I have a soul;” 
but because he sees enough in his 
daily life to convince him that behind 
all law there must be a law giver, who 
is not fettered by the laws of His own 
creation. 

The townsman builds up a_ great 
manufacturing industry, say of cot- 
ton, and plays the role of the Babylon 
builder. He employs men by the 
thousand, his ships sail on every sea, 
great railroads vie with each other 
for his traffic; but too much rain or 
too little, an untimely frost, or a mis- 
erable little bug or weevil spreading 
over the cotton fields, generally hun- 
dreds of miles away, shuts off his raw 
material, his mills close, his ships lie 
idle at the wharf, the ship builders 
dismiss their hands, sailors run riot, 
having no employment, his hands are 
idle, soup houses are the order of the 
day, riots occur on the streets, the 
demagogue is heard in congress or in 
parliament. Why? Because of a 
change in the method of watering one 
little corner of the earth’s surface. 

The steel trust, capitalized way up 
into the thousands of millions, has a 
practical monopoly of the manufac- 
ture of iron and steel and of many of 
their products in the United States; 
but a six months drouth in western 
Pennsylvania will close down its coke 
ovens and with them its plants. Frost 
in early September in the corn belt 
Would so paralyze its customers that 
its common stock would be worthless, 
and bank up its furnaces. No calamity 
can come to any great industry with- 
out starting bread riots in the great 
cities both in our country and all other 
Civilized lands. 

So, after all, prosperity, whether in 
town or in the country, is in its last 
analysis a matter of crops. Crops de- 
pend upon the proper distribution of 
the farmer’s raw material, the sun- 
Shine, the heat, the rainfall, and the 
nightly falling dew. Is it either more 
reasonable or more comfortable to 
think of the power behind all this as 
a cold, unvarying, universal law, 
grinding out its processes from age to 
age with no heart to pity and no hand 
to help, or as a great Person with 
bowers of intellect and heart, of which 
those of earth’s noblest are but a dim 
reflection? Is he a wise man or a fool 
Who on Thanksgiving morning gath- 
ers his family around him and thanks 
the Giver of ali good for the blessings 
of the year, blessings so distributed 
hot only from year to year but from 
age to age, that the world never has

TUBERCULOSIS AND VITALITY. 


The problem of how to deal with 
bovine tuberculosis is now coming up 
squarely before the American people. 
It is one of the most difficult problems 
to solve. We do not attempt now to 
discuss methods of solution. That can 
be best discussed when the state leg- 
islatures meet and laws are proposed 
for consideration. We can then say 
our say with better effect. 

What we wish to point out now is 
that no scheme of dealing with tuber- 
culosis can be permanently effective 
unless accompanied with a plan for 
maintaining the physical vigor and 
vitality of our farm stock. Providence 
always has a way of getting rid of 
both men and animals of low vitality. 
Doctors imagine that they can control 
the diseases that affect men. They 
have largely controlled smallpox, 
which was one way of getting rid of 
the weaklings. They are able to a 
great extent to control diphtheria and 
largely to prevent typhoid fever. They 
are making very great progress in 
controlling tuberculosis in men. But 
no sooner do they obtain control of 
one disease than some other disease 





except dairymen. They confine them- 
selves to certain lines of breeding, not 
merely close breeding but often in- 
breeding; and while in-breeding does 
not always produce low vitality it 
often does. If, then, the animal is 
pushed to the utmost in the way of 
being finished for the show or for sale, 
we must naturally expect any germs 
that have found lodgment in the sys- 
tem to increase. Take, for example, 
the prize steer from the Iowa College 
herd at the International last fall, 
which brought a phenomenal price, 
but was found on slaughter to be en- 
tirely unfit for human food. 

The reason why tuberculosis has 
spread so rapidly among hogs is be- 
cause the hog kept under modern con- 
ditions is of low vitality, with a small 
amount of blood and a large amouat 
of fat, and in the very nature of the 
case, especially among the fancy 
strains, is very closely bred. The wild 
hog is not known to have consump- 


tion. The goat which lives out of 
doors does not take _ tuberculosis, 
neither does the sheep. Neither of 


these are in-bred, nor are they as a 
rule closely housed. Hence they are 
free not so much, we suspect, because 
of any breed power or power of the 
species, to resist the disease, but be- 
cause of a higher vitality, possibly 
both; we are not sure about that. 
The man who maintains the vitality 
ot his live stock, either cattle or hogs, 
by avoiding in-breeding or close line- 
breeding, who keeps his cattle as much 
as possible out in all half decent 
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springs up, which does the business. 
The whole tendency of nature or the 
Power behind nature is to get rid of 
the weakling, whether in man or beast 
or bird. 

The real problem back of these 
methods of handling tuberculosis 1s 
how to maintain the vitality of our 
farm stock. Tuberculosis does its 
worst among animals that are housed, 
particularly those that are pushed 
either in the direction of beef or of 
milk, and is especially dangerous 
among live stock whose vitality has 
been weakened by in-breeding or close 
breeding. 

The great ambition of every dairy- 
man is to produce high records of 
milk and butter fat. In doing so they 
push their cows to the utmost, until 
it has become a maxim that a cow 
that is a phenomenally large yielder 
goes down with disease, generally 
mili: fever. When the system is over- 
strained in any one direction for any 
great length of time the vitality is 
lowered and, therefore, there is a 
limit beyond which large milk and 
butter production can not be safely 
pushed. The danger is all the more 
imminent if in order to increase these 
enormous yields of milk and butter- 
fat resort is had to in-breeding. This 
generally lowers the vitality. 

Close stabling, lack of sunlight, and 
lack of ventilation in themselves lower 
the vitality as well as provide lodg- 
ing places for germs, which spread 
with marvelous rapidity in herds of 
cows kept in this way, and especially 
if under high pressure. 

The same applies to breeders of pure 
bred cattle. They house their cattle 
more than any other class of people 





weather, and who when obliged to 
house them takes precautions to se- 
cure plenty of sunlight and ventila- 
tion, will not be greatly injured by 
tuberculosis, whether it is suppressed 
or greatly diminished in the near 
future or not. The fact that tubercu- 
losis is increasing among our domestic 
animals, especially cows, at a very 
rapid rate, while decreasing among 
human beings in every part of the civ- 
ilized world, raises the question 
whether our methods of breeding and 
housing cattle and ventilating barns 
are not the main things in the way of 
maintaining health and vigor. 





WRITE YOUR CONGRESSMAN. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“We are told that the speaker of the 
house of representatives was largely 
responsible for the defeat of much leg- 
islation wanted by the people and the 
president at the last session of con- 
gress. If so, can the people help mat- 
ters by petitioning congress to elect a 
speaker who will favor legislation 
asked for by the people?” 

The speaker of the house under the 
present rules is all-powerful in defeat- 
ing or promoting legislation if he de- 
sires to be. He can not prevent con- 
gressmen from casting their votes as 
they see fit on questions which come 
to a vote before the house, but he can 
prevent most questions from coming 
to a vote if he wishes and he can muz- 
zle free speech. The house is a body 
of about four hundred men of widely 
different views. Such a body must be 
governed by rigid rules if it-is to do 
any real business, and the presiding 
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officer must have more authority than 
is usually lodged in the hands of such 
officers. Otherwise very little real 
work would be done by congress. 
Under this condition of affairs it is 
important that the speaker of the 
house should be an impartial, fair- 
minded man, who will use the auto- 
cratic power given him for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the will of the 
people. Speaker Cannon is not this 
kind of a man. If we can believe only 
a part of what is said of him he 
is a foul-mouthed, whisky-drinking, 
poker-playing Yellow, whose sympa- 
thies are with the corporate interests 
rather than with the people and who 
has permitted reform legislation only 
so far as he has been unable to pre- 
vent it. But it must be remembered 
that a majority of the ruling party in 
the house elected him speaker, and a 
majority can elect someone else at the 
coming session if it sees fit. 

Our correspondent asks if it will do 
any good to write his congressman. 
Most assuredly it will. If the farmers 
of the country would write their rep- 
resentatives to the effect that they 
want no more Cannonism they would 
have a powerful influence. Congress- 
men heed letters from their constitu- 
ents. The trouble is we do not let 
them hear from home often enough.

THE TIME TO CUT FENCE POSTS. 


If any of our readers have timber 
that they intend to use for fence posts 
next year they should cut them as 
soon as possible. In fact, a fence post 
should not be put in the ground until 
after it has been seasoned for a year. 
Many of our readers, however, may 
want to do some fencing next spring 
and use their own timber. If so, we 
suggest two things: Cut them as soon 
as possible after corn husking is over, 
split the posts and rack them up, so 
as to give them every opportunity to 
dry out. Then defer putting them in 
the ground as late as possible, so as 
to have them even if not perfectly 
dry as dry as circumstances permit. 

It is uttter nonsense to cut a green 
post of any kind and put it into the 
ground with the expectation of its 
lasting, for the simple reason that tho 
conditions favoring speedy decay are 
the best possible. Many farmers, for 
example, have condemned catalpa 
posts without good reason. They have 
waited until they were ready to build 
a fence, cut the posts and chucked 
them in green, and then complain that 
they rotted off in a few years. Of 
course they did. So would any other 
post. Don’t ever put a green post in 
the ground if you can possibly help 
it; but when you must do it do it with 
the understanding that you will get 
only part of the lasting value of the 
post. 

It is almost impossible in the rush 
of summer work to get posts cut when 
they should be, that is, when the trees 
are in leaf and in the hot weather of 
the summer. The next best thing to 
do is to cut them as early in the win- 
ter as‘ possible; and then if you can 
possibly get along without using them 
for a year or a year and a half, do so. 
Keep ever in mind this one thing, that 
a green post, like the man who has 
acquired the habit of drinking or any 
other form of licentiousness will not 
live out half his days, 
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TO GO TO SCHOOL OR SHUCK CORN 


One of the leading questions on 
many a farm is whether the boy 
twelve or fourteen years of age shall 
be allowed to go to school as soon as 
it opens, or stay at home and shuck 
corn. It seems a little question, and 
yet, like many other little things, it 
opens up a number of large questions. 

On the one hand, there is the field 
of corn to be husked, and husked if 
possible, while the Weather is good. 
It must either be husked by the farmer 
and his boys, or the husking must be 
paid for at the rate of three cents a 
bushel, and sometimes more. The 
boy, we will say, can husk fifty busheis 
in a day; that is, he can make a dol- 
lar and a half, which is a very tangible 
thing; or, what is the same thing, 
he can save paying out a dollar and 
a half of the cash already in the farm 
treasury. The western farmer has a 
profound respect for actual cash. 
That is one side of the question. 

On the other side is the education 
of the boy. Shall he receive all that 
the common school can give him by 
starting at the beginning of the term 
and continuing on to the end, or shall 
the length of his attendance be de- 
termined by the exigencies of the 
work on the farm? 

What the decision will be depends 
very much on the boy himself. If he 
is a lazy fellow and does not like to 
work, he will very likely insist on 
going to school, not because he loves 
school so much but because he don’t 
like to work. If, on the other hand, 
he is an energetic, active boy, and in- 
terested in farm work, he will be very 
likely to husk corn, especially if he is 
in one of those ten-pupil schools 
which exist by the hundreds in every 
state in the west. He will very likely 
conclude that a dollar and a half saved 
by a day’s work is worth more than 
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chickens. To pasture alfalfa at this 
time of the year is killing the goose 
that lays the golden egg.

Another Iowa farmer writes us: 

“IT am renting 220 acres at $4.00 an 
acre. I never sell a bushel of corn or 
a ton of hay, but feed it on the place, 
and last year I bought 1,000 bushels 
of corn besides what I raised. My 
landlord last year put up 500 rods of 
woven wire fencing with posts costing 
25 cents, corner posts $1.00, besides 
other improvements. He gives me $50 
a year for keeping the weeds mowed 
down around his-farm. I have a ten- 
room house and all modern improve- 
ments. I try to watch everything that 
will be of interest to my landlord. I 
take a daily state paper, a county 
paper, daily market paper, Wallaces’ 
Farmer, and a magazine or two. .I 
don’t feel competent to advise farm 
hands how to better their condition. 
We never get up till five o’clock win- 
ter or summer; suppér over and 
chores done most of the time by seven 
and never later than 7:30. I will say 
one thing, however, that no man will 
make anything by wearing the dial off 
the clock. The man who does his 
work carefully, using his best judg- 
ment, even if he is slow, is worth 
twice as much as the other kind. 
Some day I hope to be a landlord my- 
self. Iowa looks good to me at pres- 
ent.” 


It is time to hear from Missouri: 

“T have been renting for the past 
two years; corn and wheat two-fifths, 
oats one-third, pasture and hay $3.09. 
I keep nine head of cows of a beef 
type and am clearing $500 a year. As 
to farm life betterment, I would say 
that the aim of the farmer should be 
to put his calling on such a high foot- 
ing of respectability that his children 
can be proud of it. This can be doae 
by improving his social standing, and 
this in turn must be done by educa- 
tion. It is lack of education and social 
standing that has brought farming into 
discredit.” 


A northern Iowa man writes: 

“My parents died when I was four 
and I was adopted and brought up by 
hand till I was fourteen, and then 
turned loose with a little bundle of 
clothes on my arm to ‘root hog or die.’ 
I began working at $7.00 a month, and 
paid $7.50 for a pair of boots. That 
was in 1864. I worked on the farm 
most of the time, was considered a 
first-class hand, and was never asked 
to get out of bed at 3:30. During 
haying and harvest I worked till 8 or 
even 9 to save grain that was down, 
but I did it freely because I was work- 
ing for my employer’s interest. I had 
sold him my time for so much a month 
and considered it was his. When the 
busy time was over and I wanted a 
horse and buggy to take my best girl 
out riding it was as free as water; 
and if the farmer’s good wife had an 
odd piece of cake or pie left over she 
always left same where I could get it. 

“I came to Iowa in ’74, worked out 
two years, rented five years on shares, 
bought 160 acres, and am living on it 
now. Why does not our Indiana hired 
hand go to farming on his own hook 
instead of working for Peter Tumble- 
down and sharing Peter Tumbiedown’s 
home, when he can get from $25 to $30 
a month and board and not work more 
than eight or ten hours a day? I am 
afraid with all his wisdom and educa- 
tion he has yet to learn that the 
easiest thing a man can do is to find 
fault with what another man does. 
Such men have neither the backboae 
nor the grit that it takes to go on a 
farm with nothing but a pair of will- 
ing hands to start with.” 


Another Iowa farmer, after refer- 
ring to what the Indiana farm hand 
has to say, writes: 

“T have had quite an extended ex- 
perience both as a hand and a renter 
in two hemispheres and in two states, 
Illinois and Iowa. In the spring of 
1881 I landed in Illinois with two bor- 
rowed dollars in my pocket,

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worked as a hired hand until I had 
money enough to start renting. Ten 
years ago I came to Iowa and rented 
the farm I now live on, having barely 
enough money to start up on a 200- 
acre farm. I have now purchased 160 
acres at $101 per acre, and will move 
on it next spring. 

“IT can’t say what they do in In- 
diana, but I don’t know of any farmer 
here who gets up at 3:30. I think 
about 5 a. m. will catch most of them, 
and not many stay in the field after 
6 p. m. The hours of work on the 
farm can never be regulated by any 
hard and fast rule. That must be 
governed entirely by climatic condi- 
tions. In seasons of adverse weather 
conditions, when a man can not work 
in the fields, he must make up for this 
in a measure when conditions are 
favorable; and the-farm hand who 
does not object to days of enforced 
idleness on account of unfavorable 
weatner should not object to increased 
activity when conditions favor it. 
However, no farmer loses by giving 
his hand a half day in a slack time 
and takes him along to town. This 
has been my experience. 

“As regards the education of the 
farmer I want to say that as a rule 
those that have the best education are 
the first to leave the farm. A farmer 
doesn’t need anything but a practical 
education. He must be a man of ac- 
tion and a man of foresight as well. 
Some of the very best and most suc- 
cessful farmers of my acquaintance 
are men who could neither read nor 
write, but they were workers and bus- 
iness men as well. 

“I have had a varied experience 2s 
regards renting. I have rented farms 
that were run down and overrun with 
foul weeds; and when I had them 
cleaned up the owners invariably 
raised the rent on me. Consequently 
I had to pay a higher rent for taking 
the trouble to clean up the farm. Of 
course when a farm is cleaned up and 
in good producing condition some 
renter comes along and offers more 
rent; and of course the owner tells 
you he is offered so and so. You have 
to ‘whack up’ or move, and of two 
evils it is always better to choose the 
least. My present landlord is a man 
of different type. While the farm is 
at least $10 an acre better for my 
work on it, he has given me a fair 
chance, and by renting three years at 
a time I have been able to do work on 
it that I could not do under a one- 
year lease. The one-year lease is re- 
sponsible for many evils and much 
dissatisfaction on the farm. It usually 
means a raise in rent every year; and 
the renter does not drive a nail or 
haul a load of manure that he does 
not have to. A farm should never be 
rented for less than three years. Too 
many landlords want to take all they 
can out of the farm and put as little 
as they can back. Can they blame 
the renter that does likewise? 

“Now as for life on the farm, it is 
just what the farmer makes it. All 
the commissions of inquiry in the 
world can not change that. We have 
the telephone and the daily mail, and 


and ' we would not want to be without 





them. They have brought the farmer 
out of oblivion and into communica- 
tion with the world. We have ma- 
chinery to do a great deal of the 
heavy work. Still I have heard young 
men say that farming is too hard 
work; and I want to say in this con- 
nection that most of our young men 
don’t know what hard work is. There 
may be busy times and some work; 
but there is very little hard work on 
the farms today. 


“I have often seen in the papers 
that ‘the brightest boys leave the 
farm.’ Now I consider this a reflection 
on those who stay on the farm, and 
who as a rule come out better than 
those who leave, just because they 
stick to something and the others keep 
moving around and never succeed. 
The farmer is pictured and cartooned 
by the papers as a bald-headed, tooth- 
less individual, which no farmer is 
very proud of. As for young people 
flocking to the cities, this can not be 
helped. Too many have left the farm, 
as, for instance, yourself, and got up in 
the wolrd, have made names for them- 
selves in business, in the professions, 
and even in congress and government 
offices, and are drawing princely sal- 
aries. Is it any wonder that they 
leave the farm? Then, again, the 
glamour of the city attracts a great 
many. Their make-up seems to re- 
quire these things, and the opportuni- 
ties in the city for entertainment is a 
great attraction. It is an impossibility 
to keep all the young people on the 
farm. You may talk about the beau- 
ties of nature and all that; but I want 
to tell you that in some weather con- 
ditions nature is a very poor com- 
panion. Then comes the matter of 
dress. The business man can wear 
good clothes every day, his office girl 
looks stylish and enticing, while the 
farmer wears coarse clothing at his 
work. Consequently young men and 
women on the farm hanker after these 
things. 

“The most serious drawback, how- 
ever, is the lack of educational facili- 
ties in the country districts. I am 
sending my children eight miles to 
town to school, paying three dollars 
a month each for tuition. The coun- 
try schools are simply worthless, pre- 
sided over usually by some young girl 
from town not out of her teens. How 
can this be remedied is the question 
with us. If we had township high 
schools or consolidated schools, it is 
doubtful if we could get competent 
teachers to come into the country to 
live. This is a question that must be 
met and solved. The country children 
are not getting their due. 

“So far as country life is concerned, 
at some seasons of the year it is 
preferable to living in the city; at 
other seasons it has serious draw- 
backs owing to weather conditions. 
Farmers can help to better their sur- 
roundings by putting in a little time 
on their front yards, and by cultivat- 
ing a few flowers and ornamental 
shrubs therein.”

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REDUCING FREIGHT RATES. 

A good illustration of the difficul- 
ties which lie in the way of any move- 
ment to secure a reduction in freight 
rates which are too high or which 
discriminate against certain parties 
or certain localities is afforded in the 
case brought by the Cattle Raisers’ 
Association of Texas against all of the 
southwestern lines away back in 1993. 
After many hearings and arguments 


had been made the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in July, 1908, 
issued an order directing the rail- 


roads complained of to on or before 
October 15th put into effect the sched- 
ule of rates on cattle from Texas and 
other southwesern and eastern Colo- 
rado points, found by the commission 
to be reasonable. The rates were de- 
scribed in the order and are sub- 
stantially the same rates as prevailed 
in that territory previous to the ad- 
vance in rates made by the railroads 
in 1903. When the commission issued 
this order and ruling the railroads 
applied to the federal court in St. 
wouis for an injunction preventing the 
commission from enforcing its order. 
Pending the decision on this applica- 
tion for an injunction, the commis- 
sion suspended the date on which the 


new, rates should go into effect until 
November 17, 1908. The hearing 
came up in St. Louis September 30th. 


On October 23d the court at St. Louis 
rendered its decision refusing to grant 
the injunction; consequenly the rates 
fixed by the commission will go initio 
effect November 17, 1908, and remain 
in force for two years—which is the 
life of any order of the commission-— 
unless after a full trial of the case a 


different decision is rendered or the 
Supreme Court of the United States 


reverses the lower court. In all prob- 
ability the railroads will continue to 
tie up the matter by appealing to the 
supreme court. 

The history of this case affords a 
striking example of the need of a law 
which will prevent the railroads from 
advancing rates except on the con- 
sent of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The Texas Cattle 
Raisers’ Association is a very 
strong organization and its members 
are men who are ready to take up a 
fight for a thing which they think is 
right and to stand by .t until the fight 
is fought out. Otherwise this case 
would have been forgotten long since. 

The Corn Belt Meat Producers’ 
Association of lowa has a similar case 
before the commission and will prob- 
ably have a similar experience. Last 
year the association went before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
asked for a reduction on the live stock 
rate from Iowa points to Chicago. 
After several hearings the case was 
submitted and a decision rendered this 
summer, by which the commission 
directed the railroads to reduce the 
23%-cent zone in western Iowa and 
revise their rates accordingly. The 
railroads have paid no attention to 
this decision and it will be necessary 
for the Corn Belt Association to re- 
open the case before the commission 
and ask that the commission itself 
prescribe the reduced rates. No doubt 
when this is done the railroads will 
appeal to the court in the hope that 
they can wear out the petitioners. 
The Corn Belt Association is not as 
strong as the Texas Cattle Raisers’ 
Association, but it is strong enough 
to fight this case through. 





ARRANGE FOR YOUR GRASS 
SEED 


We have a winter ahead of us be- 
fore grass seeding time comes, but 
the man who has learned from past 
experience will begin soon to arrange 
for the grass and clover seed he will 
need for next year’s sowing. It is 
costly business to delay the purchase 
of seeds until sowing time is close 
at hand. There is no time then to 
have the seed examined for bad weeds 
or to find clean seed if what you have 
is foul. Too many men send in a 
rush order at the last moment, sow 
what they get as soon as it comes, 
and then spend years trying to get rid 
of some of the bad weeds for which 
they have their own dilatoriness and 
carelessness to thank. Look around 
soon now and arrange for the seed 
you will need next year. If any has 
been grown in your neighborhod that 
is the best place to buy, because you 
can satisfy yourself that it is clean. 
If none can be purchased near at hand 
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secure samples from different seeds- 
men, send them to your state agri- 
cultural college or to the Department 
of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., to 
be examined for germination and 
weed seeds, and thus know what you 
are sowing. 





MONEY AS AN END OR A MEANS. 

In writing us on the work of the 
Country Life Commission one of our 
subscribers, who is deeply interested 
in farm matters, says: 

“As to the farmer’s family and their 
contact with hired help, much de- 
pends, of course, on the character of 
the help. The ideal way would be 
for the farmer to have one or more 
tenant houses, hiring married men as 
much as possible, the single help 
boarding with them. One great dif- 
ficulty is presented here, in that the 
average farmer has not trained him- 
self to handle money as a means to 
an end. He looks at it as the end 
itself, and so he economizes to the 
extent of parsimony, taking it out of 
the wife and family. If he had a bet- 
ter commercial education, his revenue 
would be larger; he would see how 
to make more money within his en- 
vironment; how to increase product, 
price, and revenue; how to reduce 
waste and loss, and thus put himself 
in possession of larger means for a 
more perfect discharge of his duty to 
his state, to his family and home, and 
to his farm. As I see it, however, the 
more perfect as a farmer he is, the 
more he knows within his line fences, 
the larger man he is outside of them.” 

We would call particular attention 
to the statement indirectly made that 
money is not an end in itself, but a 
means to an end, and have quoted the 
rest of the paragraph simply to give, 
as the preacher would say, a context. 

It is easy to see how farmers have 
come to regard money as an end in 
itself. Up to within the last few years 
their earnings have been _ relatively 
small, and the farmer has learned to 
cling to money in a way that he does 
not cling to the same value in other 
things. We have noticed the contents 
of baskets that farmers bring to 
picnics—fried chicken, pies, dough- 
nuts, pickled eggs, cream, butter, and 
about everything else that makes the 
mouth water, and which if sold at 
Pullman dining car rates would be 
worth about forty dollars. This he 
will freely share with his neighbors; 
but if asked for a cash contribution 
he would be slow to give forty cents. 
The farmer will give you the money’s 
worth twice over where he will not 
give you the money once. The reason 
is that from long training it has be- 
come a habit with him to regard 
money as an end in itself instead of a 
means to an end. 

The city man has a different train- 
ing. He will usually give you money 
freely for a benevolent object, but he 
won't invite you home to dinner with 
him. The farmer will invite you to 
dinner and set up a feast fit for a 
king, but he is slow about giving you 
money. 

Applying it to the case mentioned 
by our correspondent, the farmer will 
pay twenty-five or thirty dollars a 
month and board the hired hand rather 
than pay even five dollars more and 
let him board himself. He is looking 
at the dollars, whereas he ought to be 
considering the wife’s work and the 
effect that might result from having 
an undesirable man associating with 
his children. This is only one illus- 
tration. 

There is many a farmer who has 
five hundred dollars in the bank and 
prizes it because it is money, which 
if put into drain tile would make him 
twenty-five per cent a year instead of 
the four per cent which the bank al- 
lows him on six months’ or a year’s 
time. There are any number of ways 
in which money in the bank can be 
put to earning a good deal more than 
bank interest right on the farm itself, 
if the farmer could only realize that 
money is not an end in itself, but sim- 
ply a means toward the accomplish- 
ment of an end, whether that end be 
increasing the number of dollars, 
more comforts in the home, the saving 
of his wife’s labor, or the protection 
or education of his family. 

This is but one of many interesting 
suggestions that have come to us in 
our correspondence with farmers in 
connection with the work of the Coun- 
try Life Commission.

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DRAINAGE OF THE FARM CELLAR 


Many farm houses, especially those 
on rented farms, have damp and often 
wet cellars. The cellar should be as 
dry and as well ventilated as the din- 
ing room or the kitchen. Instead, it 
is usually damp, musty, and a fruitful 
source of ill health to the family, espe- 
cially if vegetables are stored in it in 
the winter and the ventilation is im- 
perfect. We do not expect a cellar to 
be well lighted. The lighting, how- 
ever, should be entirely under control; 
and we do expect it to be dry and well 
ventilated. 

It is utterly impossible to have a 
dry cellar on flat land on a clay sub- 
soil without drainage. This should be 
attended to in the building of the 
house. It is then a very simple mat- 
ter, provided, of course, that you have 
a sufficient outlet. No house should 
be built on a piece of land with a clay 
subsoil, where it is not possible to 
drain it. 

One of the best methods of drain- 
ing a cellar is to dig a trench where 
the foundation is to be laid, put in the 
bottom of this trench some six inches 
of stone or gravel, and on this lay 
the foundation. The drainage should 
be at one corner, and all that this is 
then necessary is to lay tile drain 


from there to the outlet. The cellar 
can then be cemented and will pe 
found dry. 


Many farmers imagine that if they 
dig a drain to carry off the water that 
stands in the cellar they will have it 
dry. In this they are mistaken. The 
drain should be eighteen inches or two 
feet beneath the cellar floor. Tile 
drain laid directly through the cellar 
at that depth and carried to a proper 
outlet will drain almost any cellar, in 
fact every cellar except when there is 
a natural spring in it. If so, it should 
be connected with the drain. 

Some of our readers may doubt the 
correctness of this, but if they will 
study for a moment and consider that 
water always rises up from below in a 
drain or in a cellar, and that this is 


caused by the pressure of the water 
outside, they will see the correctness 
of the philosophy. The wetness of 


bottom land is not always due to the 
water that falls on it, or to the sur- 
face water that flows on it from above, 
but to the pressure of water in the 
higher lands, which is always down- 
ward, and that rises up in the low 
places from the pressure of water in 
the surrounding lands. This is why 
water comes in‘ a ditch not on top of 
the tiles but from the bottom. 

Every cellar should be cemented. 
Cement is cheap now. Sand and 
gravel or broken stone can be had in 
almost any locality. The farmer will 
do his wife a great favor if at the 
very first opportunity he puts a cement 
floor in the cellar. Where the cellar 
is deep he must not expect to keep 
the cement in place in a very wet 
time, however, unless he provides 
drainage; for the reason above men- 
tioned, that the pressure of the water 
outside will often crack and lift up 
the cement floor. 

This question of drainage of the cel- 
lar is one of the things disregarded on 
many farms because it is regarded as 
a trifling matter, whereas it is really 
one of the most important to the 
health of the farmer and his family, 
especially of the wife and daughters 
who spend most of their time in the 
house.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


HOW CAN COUNTRY LIFE BE 
IMPROVED? 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

To improve the condition of country 
life., viz., the farmer, he must be put 
in a position to have more net money 
at the end of the year. This is the 
main consideration. To accomplish 
this in the most effective and quickest 
manner the following is suggested: 

First—That he be shown on his farm 
how to reduce cost of production by 
the use of labor-saving tools, sufficient 
horsepower, and, if a dairy farmer, by 
better cows, cheaper feed, and how to 
save his manure. 

Second—That he be shown on his 
farm how to increase production by 
proper rotation, better seed, plowing, 
harrowing, planting, fertilizer, culti- 
vating, and harvesting. If a _ dairy 
farmer, the value of the various kinds 
of feeds for cows. 

Third—To accomplish the foregoing 
in an effective manner, and rapidly, 
requires a special organization. The 
state should be divided into districts, 
and a practical, competent farmer put 
in charge, to make the farm demon- 
stration outlined above. These farm 
teachers should be under the experi- 
ment station, and the latter should 
have a special department for the 
direction of this particular work. 

With the foregoing properly pro- 
vided for, it is an easy matter to solve 
all the other needs of the farmer. 

First—He should be protected iu the 
matter of seed, fertilizer, and feed. 
The production of these things should 
be under the supervision of the state 
bureau of agriculture. 

Second—The highways should be 
under the state bureau of agriculture, 
and in two departments, with an engi- 
neer at the head of each, one to look 
after the dirt roads, the other’ the 
stone or brick roads. 

Third—The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture should determine 
a standard for the various parts of all 
farm machinery, so that any part of 
a certain size machine would fit an- 
other like machine of the same size. 
For instance, a plow point on tool No. 
3 made by the Johnson Company 
should fit plow No. 3 made by the 
International Company. A _ standard 
of parts for freight cars is now in use 
on the railroads of the United States, 
and the same principle can be applied 
to farm machinery. 

Fourth—Farm labor should be paid 
on piece work system, and the prices 
arranged so that an efficient farm 
hand can earn standard wages, as com- 
pared with other work. The value of 
this will be that the farmer will rap- 
idly improve in his methods, as well 
as the farm hand; labor will be more 
easily secured and retained; and 
when the results of the year are 
counted, the cost to the farmer will 
be less than under the present plan. 
At first thought this plan might seem 
to the inexperienced as too complex 
for the farm; but if introduced by de- 
grees it could soon be worked out. It 
is done successfully in the repairs of 
cars on the rai’: >ads, and it is a less 
difficult matter to do it on the farm. 

Fifth—Libraries should be estab- 
lished at central points, and books de- 
livered therefrom by the rural carriers 
at a charge say of two cents per book. 
The B. & O. railroad from its library 
in Baltimore distributed by its bag- 
gage department books to the em- 
ployes at the smallest hamlet free of 
cost. In the remote sections libraries 
should be installed in the public 
schools and in charge of a teacher. 

Sixth—Savings banks, meeting 
proper requirements of the United 
States government as to safety, should 
be designated as depositaries, and 
money orders for deposit in such be 
issued by the rural carrier at a small 
charge; the receipt from the bank to 
be returned free of postage. Postal 
savings banks, as have been recom- 
mended, might in time prove dis- 
astrous to our form of government. 
In a republic the government should 
not be responsible for the szvings of 
the people. Ample facilities and pro- 
tection can be provided without tak- 
ing this great chance on the stability 
of our government. The aim should 
be to enlarge, not minimize individual 
effort. 

Seventh—District farm demonstra- 
tors should organize neighborhood 
farm clubs, similar to the Gunpowder 
Club of Baltimore County, Maryland. 

Eighth—Establish in each state one 
or more free farm high schools, 10 per 
cent of scholarships to go to poor

Applicants to have had farm experi- 
ence, not under sixteen years of age, 
and must declare their intention to 
follow farming. General education to 
be only in the simple branches, course 
not over two years. Winter courses of 
three months, 10 per cent to go to 
poor boys free of all cost. Teachers 
in farm schools to have practical farm 
experience. 

Ninth—Farmers who follow 2a 
proper rotation and protect their hilly 
fields in winter by cover crops or fur- 
rows to get a reduction in taxes, or by 
law compel these things to be done. 

Tenth—The bureau of agriculture to 
establish an organization to give the 
sale of country produce by commis- 
sion merchants such supervision as to 
protect the farmer against fraud. Also 
to make the same provision govern- 
ing fertilizer, seeds, feeds, etc. 

Eleventh—Milk and cream shipped 
to be bought on test. 

Twelfth—State bureau of agricul- 
ture to be composed of successful 
farmers, business men, and technical 
men. Place to be honorary and pay 
only enough to cover expenses, say 
$100 per year. 

Thirteenth—A special low rate of 
postage on seeds, plants, etc., should 
be made by the United States gov- 
ernment, say five cents per pound, 
package not to exceed ten pounds. 

General: In my judgment any 
scheme for the betterment of the 
farmer that fails to effectively pro- 
vide for the application of the first 
two suggestions in this letter will be 
unsatisfactory. It would be better for 
him than all the things suggested here 
or that may be suggested by other 


minds. For with the farmers pros- 
perous, the other things will come; 
but the other things will not bring 


prosperity. Hence I want to respect- 
fully emphasize to the commission 
not to be diverted from the corner- 
stone of the whole problem.

SPELTZ FOR HORSES. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In answer to your inquiry of feeding 
speltz to horses, we have not fed 
speltz to horses at this experiment 
station and I am therefore not able 
to give you definite information con- 
cerning its value for that purpose. 
We have fed this grain to swine ex- 
perimentally and it does not give the 
best of results, no doubt because of 
the large quantity of hull present. I 
am strongly of the opinion that speltz 
could be fed to advantage to horses, 
because these animals are able to con- 
sume and digest a large quantity of 
crude fiber owing to their large intes- 
tinal capacity. I have noticed that 
horses will eat coarser material than 
any other class of animals, and we 
know that oats are especially well 
adapted for horse feeding. I see no 
reason why speltz could not be used 
very successfully with horses.

Have you a boy or a girl that is in 
any sense a “problem”? This column 
is to be devoted to the consideration 
of such matters. Parents are invited 
to correspond with the editor of this 
department on any subject pertain- 


ing to the training and home manage- 
ment of their children, and he will 
do his best to give helpful sugges- 
tions. The adolescent period is espe- 
cially one of uncertainties and per- 


plexities, but the problems arising out 
of it are somewhat common to all. 
Therefore, without violating any con- 
fidence, replies to letters will be made 
through these columns. Each one who 
writes should state as clearly and 
briefly as possible all the necessary 
details of the case. If the question 
involved seems to warrant such con- 
sideration, a portion of the letter will 
be published, together with the reply 
to it. Address as above.

It is a serious undertaking, this 
thing of rearing boys and girls to effi- 
cient manhood and womanhood, and 
we can never know too much about 
it. This is a day of great material 
prosperity in most parts of our land, 
and at such times the growing child 
is likely to suffer from the conse- 
quences of over-indulgence, forced 
mental and social development and 
lack of sane, sober direction. It is a 
singular fact that the spur of poverty 
or necessity has often been a most 
potent factor in the development of 
moral stamina and self-reliance in the 
growing youth. As our common life 
increases in complexity and the op- 
portunities for social intercourse 
multiply, it becomes more necessary 
and more difficult to direct in detail 
the character-formation of our chil- 
dren. 

There are among us today many 
parents who are in deep perplexity 
or despair as to what to do next as 
a means of directing or restraining 
some adolescent son or daughter. To 
any such be it said that there is near- 
ly always a way out, and it is clearly 
one’s duty to try hard and persistently 
to solve the problem. No boy is ever 
wholly bad, even though the majority 
may so pronounce him. On the other 


hand, there is a redeeming feature of 
every “worst case.” Especially is this 
true of the young. It has been very 


satisfactorily demonstrated of late 
that 75 per cent or more of the boys 
and girls who fall early into criminal 
Ways can be reclaimed by scientific 
methods of training. But of this more 
in detail will be said later. Meaa- 
while, some inquiries already at hand 
will be considered.

CHOOSING A VOCATION FOR THE 
BOY 


Mrs. M., of Oklahoma, writes: 

“Ever since he began to play with 
tools our fifteen-year-old boy has 
shown a decidedly mechanical turn of 
mind, but he thoroughly dislikes farm 
work. He can make almost anything 
with carpenter’s tools. His father in- 
sists on making a farmer of him, as 
we own a half section of land. The 
boy shows considerable interest in his 
studies and will finish the common 
school course this year. Now, is there 
any way so to direct his further edu- 
cation that we may make a_e good 
farmer of him?” 

Probably not, 
much uncertainty. 
teen-year-old boy neither knows, nor 
indicates by his conduct, what voca- 
tion will be best for him. If at all 
convenient, put your boy through a 
good high school and watch develop- 
ments carefully. His experience and 
education are as yet too meager. 
Three or four years hence he may 
show a decided preference for some- 
thing of which he has had little or no 
thought. Do not try to see too far 
ahead for him. If, after his schooling 
is mostly completed, he still lacks in- 
terest in farm life, then do your best 
to help him enter successfully upon 
the career of his own choice. It. would 
be questionable indeed to force the 
grown young man in any other direc- 
tion.

grateful if you can. His father was 
sadly afflicted with periodic desire for 
alcohol, which was never conquered.

WALLACES’ 


THIN OR HEAVY FLESHED 
BREEDING IN THE FALL. 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“I have three young mares coming 
five years old that I wish to breed this 
fall but can not catch them in season. 
I have taken them to the horse every 
Thursday for four weeks. Two cf 
these mares were bred last fall, but 
did not catch. They have been run- 
ning on clover pasture and are faf. 
What can I do to get them bred this 
fall? How late would you advise 
breeding in the fall?” 

In cases where mares do not seem 
to come in heat, some _ stallioners 
recommend a forced service. Hobble 
the mare securely so she can not in- 
jure the horse and compel her to ac- 
cept the service. She will probably 
not settle to this service, but will usu- 
ally come in heat in from seven to 
fourteen days afterward and can be 
again bred. 

The best time for the fall colt to 
come is in September or early October, 
When the flies are not bad. He can 
come later than this where there is 
a warm barn, but the September colt 
gets the better start. Personally, we 
like to have the colts come in the fall. 
Where the mares are used for the farm 
work fall colts are less bother than 
spring colts, and if they are given the 
proper care during the winter they 
will learn to eat grain quickly and can 
be weaned early in the spring and go 
on grass in good strong condition. 





MAKING LATERALS WITH THE 
DREDGE. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In your article No. 7 on drainage, 
issue of October 30th, you say it is 
objectionable for floating dredges to 
make small laterals. I am glad you 
take that view and do not think you 
can advocate it any too strong. It 
seems to be the policy of the super- 
visors to tack the laterals on to the 
main ditch as all one contract and 
compel the dredge contractor to take 
all or none, the idea being to get the 
laterals constructed as cheap as the 
main ditch if possible in price per 
cubic yard. The dredge constructs 
the laterals too large, and they do not 
make a ditch that is serviceable be- 
cause there is not volume of water 
enough to keep them clean. The con- 
tractor in bidding on work: having 
laterals, makes his figures a little 
higher on the main ditch if he must 
do the laterals, or sometimes he bids 
low on the main ditch and high on the 
laterals so he can sub-let them at a 
profit. The specifications should say 
how the laterals must be constructed, 
and they should not be allowed an 
outlet into the main ditch until the 
main ditch has an outlet so the wash 
from the laterals will have some 
chance to be carried down and out of 
the main. 

There is too much of a desire to 
tack everything on to the dredge con- 
tractor so that he must either do it all 
or miss the contract. If he was not 
permitted to use the dredge on the 
laterals he would bid higher accord- 
ingly, but the land owner would get 
better drainage. 

Before you close the drainage arti- 
cles I would like to have you ask the 
public interested in drainage if there 
is any good business sense in survey- 
ing for a ditch in peat beds or in 
quicksand where it is a well known 
fact that a ditch will not hold to speci- 
fications, and then letting the contract 
with the object in view of holding a 
contractor to do something he can not 
do. It only means expense and per- 
haps litigation and no ditch. In such 
cases where drainage is wanted why 
not specify, “The ditch to be con- 
structed by a floating dredge with 
boom — feet in length on a hull of 
(—) feet in width, the ditch to be ex- 
cavated (—) feet deep and to be in- 
spected and accepted each mile as 
constructed?” In the event the ma- 
terial is of such nature that the depth 
can not be maintained until a mile-is 
completed, the engineer will place an 
inspector on the dredge with full 
authority to accept the work daily as 
completed. The engineer could ad- 
vertise and receive bids on rigid speci- 
fications and also on such as I have 
outlined and let the supervisors con- 
sider them with the view of getting 
the most benefit for the money ex- 
pended. I venture to say the liberal 
specifications would govern the work 
every time, because the contractor 
would make price an object to them.

POULTRY NOTES.

“Strain” is a much misused word. 


It is frequently used where flock wonld 
more correctly present the case. No 
one can correctly speak of his flock 
of chickens as his strain unless he has 
so bred his birds in one direction that 
they come true to type in that direc- 
tion, and are prepotent along those 
lines. A breeder must “build” his 
strain by years of painstaking work, 
by years of careful records. The par- 
ents, grandparerts, and great-grand- 
parents must have the qualities he 
claims for his “strain” before he is 
jus stifled in claiming that he has a 
“strain.’ 


There is no edmparison in the 
breeding value of a pair of birds bred 
for certain points whose ancestors for 
years have been bred for these points 
and a pair that happen to have the 
same points. The well bred pair will 
have these points fixed, and will be 
prepotent along the lines they and 
their ancestors have been bred; the 
pair that happen to have the same 
points can not be relied on to repro- 
duce them; the chances are that they 
will not. 


We have never been able to see the 
advantage of advertising eggs or stock 
irom So and So’s “strain. Unless the 
breeding birds have been actually bred 
and mated by So and So, the buyee 
has no idea of what he is getting from 


the seller. Birds of exce!lent qualit: 
may be so mated as to produce culls 
or disqualified specimens. If the same 
faults exist on both sides there are 
bound to be chicks with the faulis in- 
tensified until they are almost deform- 
ities. The percentage of good breed- 
ing birds will be small, and they will 
probably transmit the fault in an ex- 
agzgerated form to their progeny. The 
experienced breeder balances’ the 


fauits on one side with the good points 


on the other: he does not go to ex- 
tremes in his mating An exceedinsz- 
ly large combed male would not be 
mated to a female with an unusually 
small comb, but to one with a good 
medium comb, the breeder endeavor- 
ing to avoid extremes wherever pos- 
sible.

I read further in the 
same standard of excellence that the 
Brahma must have a pea-comb. sut 
why, in the name of common sense, 
is it necessary that a Brahma should 
have a pea-comb? If it is true that 
the pea-comb is no indication of the 
excellence of a fowl or of its profit- 
ableness or of its purity of blood, and 
if it does not minister to the aesthetic 
gratification of the owner, is it not 
simple nonsense to include it among 
the points of excellence of the breed?”

It is fair to assume that the farmer 
has to stand the loss of this waste. 

The habit of charging so much for 
shrinkage become so fixed that com- 
mission brokers sometimes make ab- 
surd blunders. For example, a dealer 
who usually consigned live chickens 
to his commissioner broker sent a 
consignment of dressed chickens. 
When he received his draft for the 
net proce together with the bill 
of accounting, the commission mer- 
chant had charged him with three 
chickens smothered in transit. The 
dealer wrote back that this amount 
of mortality in a consignment of 
dressed chickens was remarkable, as 
the mortality amongst dead chickens 
was usually very large. 
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ABOUT EGGS. 
The following calculation is based 
on the experience of several practical 


breeders: One hundred eggs from 
hen for one year, at 1 cent each, $1.00; 
ten chickens hatched by her, at 10 


cents each, $1.00; body of hen to sell 


or eat, 25 cents. Total, $2.25. Deduct 
cost of hen per year, $1.25, leaves 
$1.00. Surely this is a modest enough 


estimate. For the last two years eggs 
have come nearer averaging 1% cents 
each than 1 cent, and it is for a very 
short time in the year that a hen will 
bring but 6 cents a pound. We have 
records of farm flocks that have 
netted over $2.00 a year profit.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


SEEDING TO ALFALFA. — 
An Illinois correspondent writes: 
“I have a piece of land that I want 

to plant in alfalfa in the spring. The 
land was in corn this year. I want to 
put a coat of manure on it. How 
would it do to put on manure this fall 
and turn it and the stalks under? The 
stalks are not very heavy. Please ad- 
vise me what is best. The ground is 
slightly rolling.” 

The plan suggested by our corre- 
spondent ought to work out all right, 
but he should put enough work on 
the ground next spring to work down 
the stalks and manure and make a 
good seed bed. But why not grow a 
crop of small grain in the spring, get 
it off as quickly as possible, top dress 
lightly with manure, disk, plow, and 
sow the alfalfa in August? Alfalfa 
sown in the spring in the corn belt 
east of the Missouri river usually has 
a hard fight with the weeds which 
must be mowed several times during 
the summer. It is usually no further 
ahead the next spring than alfalfa 
sown early in August. 





PRUNING PEACH TREES. 


A Nebraska correspondent wants to 
know whether his peach trees should 
be pruned this fall. Peach trees 
should not be pruned in the fall. [If 
pruned now wounds are made which 
do not have time to heal over before 
winter comes. The proper time is to 
prune in the early spring. At that 
time the new wood should be cut back 
one-third to one-half of its growth, 
and if any winter killing has occurred 
all the dead wood should be cut out. 
Peach trees should be pruned to form 
a low, open-headed, yet compact, tree. 





WHITE CLOVER. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I am very much interested in an 
article on “White Clover’ which ap- 
peared in your issue of October 234d. 
I have always been of the opinion that 
white clover, though a very excellent 
plant as far as it goes, does not grow 
large enough to be as useful as are 
the other well known clovers. How- 
ever, I have obtained some informa- 
tion recently which has set me to 
thinking seriously concerning the 
merits of this plant. 

While visiting Mr. S. J. Leavell, 
Trenton, Kentucky, last summer, he 
stated to me that ten acres of white 
ciover would pasture as many hogs 
for as many days as ten acres of red 
clover. I asked him if he meant ex- 
actly what he said, and he reaffirmed 
his original statment. Mr. Leavell is 
a careful farmer, is a man who keeps 
books, and whose statements are 
weighed before they are made, there- 
fore I attach the greater importance 
to them. I became interested enough 
to look up the literature on the sub- 
ject in the agricultural library in this 
city and I have some further data 
which I will give you. It is reported 
in the Annual Report of the Vermont 
Experiment Station for the year 1895 
that white clover, alsike clover, and 
crimson clover were sowed in the 
spring and cut the same year for hay 
with a resulting yield of 1,703 pounds 
of white clover hay per acres, 2,483 
pounds alsike clover, and 4,102 pounds 
crimson clover. These figures repre- 
sent the yield of cured hay. Crimson 
clover stands at the head of the list, 
but it must be borne in mind that 
crimson clover being an annual would 
naturally make a larger growth the 
first season than white or alsike 
clover. 

In the Annual Report of the Penn- 
sylvania Experiment Station for 1897- 
’98 the relative yield of various hay 
crops is given, both the green and 
the dry weight being reported. In 
this experiment the biennial and 
perennial plants were sown one year 
and harvested the next, and it ap- 
pears that white clover gave a larger 
yield of green matter per acre than 
any other plant in the list, though 
red clover, alsike clover, crimson 
clover, vetches, and Canada peas were 
reported in the experiment. In yield 
of dry hay per acre, however, white 
clover fell considerably behind red 
clover, the respective yields being 
4,808 pounds of red clover hay per 
acre, compared to 4,133 pounds of 
white clover. 

In bulletin No. 140 of the Ontario 
Experiment Station is recorded a very 
interesting experiment with alfalfa, 
red clover, mammoth clover, white 
clover, and alsike clover. In this ex- 
periment, which represents the aver- 











age of three years, these crops were 
cut six times during the season. It 
appears that in this experiment the 
green weight of alfalfa was 20.9 tons 
per acre; red clover, 20.4 tons; mam- 
moth clover, 18.8 tons; white clover, 
17.3 tons; alsike clover, 16.5 tons. An 
interesting feature of the table is the 
yields by cuttings. Without giving 
these in detail I will say that the fig- 
ures show that the yield of white 
clover was more uniform at the vari- 
ous cuttings than of any other plant 
in the list. Indeed at the last cutting 
of the year the yield of white clover, 
green, was 1.63 tons per acre, com- 
pared to 1.15 tons for red clover and 
.93 on a ton for alsike clover. 

It is a little hard to believe that 
white clover on the average will show 
up as well relatively to the other 
clovers as it does in the figures here 
given, but we must bear in mind that 
the white clover that most of us have 
seen grows wild and has to fight its 
own way against the competition of 
weeds and grasses, whereas alfalfa, 
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red clover, etc., are sowed on ground 
especially prepared and are given the 
best opportunity to succeed. Possi- 
bly if we took the same pains in pre- 
paring the land for white clover that 
we do in preparing it for other clovers 
we might get very flattering results. 
At any rate the subject is of such 
importance that I think our farmers 
and experiment station men ought to 
test this clover and report upon its 
yield and use. It is well known that 
white clover is more nutritious than 
the other clovers, and more hardy 
also. Of course, it does not grow very 
tall, but it may, like Japan clover of 
the south, make up in thickness of 
stand what it lacks in height. I 
doubt whether, as hay, it would pay 
to grow in comparison with red and 
alsike clover, but it is quite possible 
that as a pasture plant it may be equal 
or superior to either of them. Let us 
have the subject agitated and get all 
the light that we can.

INTEMPERANCE IN HIGH PLACES. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for November 29, 1908.—Isaiah 28: 
1-13.) 

“woe to the crown or pride, to the 
drunkards of Ephraim, 

whose glorious beauty is a fading 
flower, 

Which are on the head of the fat val- 
leys of them that are overcome 
with wine! 

Behold, the Lord hath a mighty and 
strong one, 

Which as a tempest of hail and a de- 
stroying storm, 


As a flood of mighty waters over- 
flowing, 

Shall cast down to the earth with the 
hand. 


The crown of Pride, the drunkards of 


Ephraim shall be trodden under 
feet:

The scene in our lesson now 
changes from the time of David and 
£olomon to a much later period in the 
history of the Jewish people, when the 
weak and wicked Ahaz reigned in 
Jerusalem and Pekahiah reigned in 
Samaria, or the kingdom of the ten 
tribes; and when Isaiah, greatest of 
all the prophets, while strengthening 
the weak and fickle Ahaz, was de- 
livering his inspired message of retri- 
bution to surrounding nations and 
strengthening the faith of the rem- 
hant in Judah and Israel. 

There was no press in those days 
and no pulpit; hence the need of in- 
_s exponents of the great princi- 
les of righteousness, temperance, and 
iemenks men who spake with the 
voice of the Lord, and did for that day 


What the faithful pulpit and honest 
Press and the sincere reformer do to- 
day. For whosoever in any day and 
age stands fearless and resolute for 


the eternal verities—the great funda- 
principles of righteousness—is 
a kinsman of the Hebrew prophets 
and leaves his impress on his age, as 
they have done on all ages. 

The kingdom of Israel and the ten 
tribes had never so much as one good 
king; and hence, because they were 
most needed there, became the chosen 


mental 
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field of labor for the prophets not only 
of that kingdom but also of the king- 
dom of Judah as well. 


The scene of this prophesy is laid 
in Samaria, the capital of the kingdom 
of the ten tribes, but the sins de- 
nounced and the woes foretold cover 
the entire northern kingdom, or, in 
other words, the kingdom of the ten 
tribes. The city of Samaria was built 
on an oval hill, rising gradually from 
the exceedingly fertile plain, with 
four lesser hills skirting the plain; 
and was at the junction of the two 
great trunk roads, national highways, 
as we would say, that crossed the 
kingdom from north to south and from 
east to west. It had since the days 
of Omri, the father of Ahab, been the 
capital of the northern kingdom, and 
most of the time the residence of the 
court; therefore, the center of wealth, 
of fashion, of worship, and of political 
influence. It had also been under a 
continuous line of corrupt kings. First 
came the worship of the true God in 
an unauthorized form, that is, the 
worship of the calves established by 
Jeroboam, the son of Nebat, “who did 
sin and who made Israel to sin,” down 
to Ahab. Next came the worship of 
Ashtaroth, the male and female gods 
of the Sidonians, from Ahab down. It 
is said of Ahab, that he did more to 
corrupt the nation than all the kings 
that were before him. In fact, down 
to the time of Ahab Jeroboam is the 
type of royal wickedness, and from 
that onward Ahab is always pointed 
out as the sinner above all others. 
Under these circumstances we can 
very readily see that vice of every sort 
would run riot; and, in as much as the 
soil and climate of Samaria were pecu- 
liarly favorable to the growth of the 
grape, intemperance would become 
one of the besetting sins of that 
people. 

Apart from the above statement of 
facts, the lesson needs but little ex- 
planation. Our readers will see from 
the text herewith printed that it is 
written in the loftiest strain of 
Hebrew poetry, and all I shall attempt 
is to give the prose equivalent of a 
few passages which may be somewhat 
obscure to the western mind. 

The city of Samaria, which stands 
in this passage for the entire king- 
dom, is represented as a queen 
crowned with a garland of flowers, the 
garland being the tropical luxuriance 
growing on the carefully cultivated 
and well watered artificial terraces up 
to the very summit of the hill. Around 
it on the lower ground are the “fat,” 
that is, the rich and fertile, valleys 
where the vine grows to its greatest 
luxuriance, alike the possession and 
ruin of the opulent drunkards, the 
nobles, and the wealthy landlords of 
Samaria who owned them. They re- 
garded this hill as their crown of 
pride, glorious in its beauty; but this 
glorious beauty is soon to become a 
fading and withered flower. 

How? Jehovah, who rules the na- 
tions, has a mighty and strong one, the 
Assyrian, who like a tempest of hail 
accompanied by destroying storms and 


floods of mighty waters overflowing, 
shall utterly destroy and wipe out of 
existence the mighty stronghold of 
Samaria, the pride, the flower of 
Ephraim, the greatest of the ten 
tribes, drunkards as they are. Even 
this will no more satisfy these in- 
vaders than a “hasty,” that is, the 
first-ripe fruit, therefore, small and 


immature, satisfies a hungry man. It 
would not be half a mouthful. While 
it is yet in his hand he eateth it up, 
and wants more. 

But Jehovah never forgets his own, 
the faithful, the residue, the remnant 
of ‘which Isaiah spoke so often after- 
wards. To them Jehovah himself 
would be a glorious crown, a beauti- 
ful diadem, fadeless instead of fadireg, 


and eternal instead of temporary. 
This is not ail. He will be a spirit of 
judgment, that is, wisdom, to those 


whom he in that day calls to rule; a 
strength to them that turn the battle 
to the gate, that is, to them that act 
not merely on the defense but pursue 
their ehemies to the gates of their own 
cities. 

Isaiah, however, does not overdraw 
the picture. He has a clear vision of 





the depths of the moral evils of his 
time. It is only a residue, a remnant,

that will be thus helped and crowned; 
for the great majority of those that 
professed to stand for righteousness

Then in utter disgust he adds: “All 
tables are full of vomit and filthiness, 
so that there is no place clean.” 

The priesthood had become so cor- 
rupt, as is most graphically described 
in verse eight, that they repelled with 
scorn the idea that they needed the 
plain and reiterated teachings of the 
prophets, which they regarded as 
merely food for babes: Do you mean 
to say that we are babes and have to 
be talked to like children that have 
just been weaned? Have we no judg- 
ment, no sense? Don’t we understand 
the meaning of life? Have we had no 
experience? Who are you, to attempt 
to teach us either manners or morals? 
I know of no words in the English 
language that will express the supreme 
contempt with which the priesthood 
of the day and many of the prophets, 
corrupt as they were, regarded the 
teachings of even a prophet like 
Isaiah. 

Therefore the prophet in the 
eleventh verse says to them in sub- 
stance: You do not listen to me or 
any of the true prophets of the Lord; 
but I tell you that you will be taught 
by another class of people, namely, by 
the foreigner who will come to you 
with a strange tongue and with words 


that you can not understand, and 
teach you a lesson that you will heed 
and remember. God has already 


pointed out to you the way in which 
you can obtain real rest for the weary, 
the way of peace and safety. He has 
pointed out to you the true refresh- 
ment, to which you would not listen. 
Instead, you have scorned and de- 
spised the first principles of righteous-

The lesson is extremely timely just 
now.

And 
among other vices are included, to an 
extent that would have astonished 
their fathers, the habit of drinking in- 
toxicating liquors. We are becoming 
intoxicated with our material prosper- 
ity, and there is among the would-be 
leaders of fashion a perceptible lower- 
ing of the moral tone-and a deadening 
of the conscience. 

The evils which Isaiah predicted 
came in a very few years on 
that people devoted to destruction. 
Luxury, intemperance, and licentious- 
ness sapped the moral fiber as well as 
the mental and physical vigor of that 
people, and as a result they became 
an easy prey to the more hardy and 
vigorous Assyrian conquerors. The 
same course of luxury and vice will 
in due time destroy the moral and in- 
tellectual and physical fiber of any 
nation or people. 

How refreshing is the voice of the 
old prophet! How magnificent is the 
courage that was required to hurl 
these denunciations at royalty, at 
nobility, at the wealthy, and at men 
high in office! A faithful pulpit and 
an honest press must do for this 
nation what the Jewish prophets did 
for theirs. Even this, however, did 
not save Israel from destruction. 
When a whole nation becomes cor- 
rupt, nothing but the destruction of 
that nation will save even a remnant.

PUMPKINS FOR FEED. 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“Your paper is from week to week 
full of good and practical things for 
the farmer and I want to say that it js 
appreciated here. Now I want to ask 
a few questions as to the feeding value 
of pumpkins for dairy cows and for 
hogs, compared to corn. Also I wish 
to ask if it is worth while to remove 
the seeds before feeding, as some 
claim the seeds dry up the cows and 
act too much upon the kidneys of all 
stock. What is the best way to plant 
them? Some mix with the seed corn 
in the planter box, others think the 
better way to plant after corn shows 
up in the row with a hoe or spade. 
Would the sweet pumpkin be more 
valuable to raise for stock or would 
the yield be enough greater of the 
Yanke cow pumpkin to justify raising 
this kind?” 

Pumpkins as feed for cows and hogs 
can hardly be compared in value with 
corn. The field pumpkin is about 90 
per cent water and the sweet pumpkin 
about 80 per cent. A feed containing 
so much water can not be used suc- 
cessfully as a substitute for such a 
feed as corn, which’ contain only ten 
to twelve per cent water. The pump- 
kin therefore is valuable not as a sub- 
stitute for but as a supplement to the 
grain ration. Used in this way it is 
very valuable, both for cows and hogs. 
Cows which it is desired to fatten in 
the fall can be well started with a 
liberal supply of pumpkins on grass. 
Brood sows can be put in good shape

THE BESETTING SIN OF THE 
DAIRYMAN. 

Every man has his besetting sin. 
Paul understood this when he said, 
“Therefore let us also, * * * lay 
aside every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us.” No matter 
how strong the character, there is al- 
ways some weak point against which 
one needs to be on guard if he expects 


to live a happy and useful life. In one 
it will be avarice, in another sensu- 
ality, in still another pride. Every 


class of men and every line of busi- 
ness has its besetting sin also. 

One of the chief besetting sins of 
the dairyman is the desire to buy 
cheap sires. Anything that will serve 
the purpose of bringing his cows fresh 
suits many dairymen. They will buy 


a scrub bull, or if they can not 
buy, will borrow. They will buy a 
grade bull in preference to a _ pure 


bred if they can buy his cheaper. In 
pure breds the dairyman will often buy 
a bull whose dam shows no evidence 
of superior milk production in prefer- 


ence to one that has a long line of 
ancestry on both sides descending 
from milk producers, provided they 
can buy him ten dollars cheaper. This 


is utter foolishness. 

The object of the dairyman is to 
produce milk or butter fat at the 
cheapest possible cost. The milking 
capacity of a cow is very largely a 
matter of inheritance. Therefore, if 
the dairyman wishes a sire to head 
his herd the first thing he should look 
after is the inheritance. Was his dam 
a heavy wmilker? How about his 
grandam on the dam’s side? Was 
the dam of his sire a heavy milker? 
Does he come from a family noted for 
dairy potency? These are the ques- 
tions he should ask; more imporiant 
even than breed or size or conforma- 
tion or flesh or anything else. Color 
is a matter of no consequence except 
as it indicates purity of breeding. Size 
is a matter of consequence, but of 
minor importance. Condition is a mat- 
ter of trifling importance provided it 
indicates health. 

Every breeder of pure bred cattle, 
especially of the dual purpose breeds, 
aims, if possible, to get away from a 
dairy neighborhood; for he knows that 
no matter what evidence he offers of 
the milking qualities of his herd, he 
can not expect to sell his bulls at 
good prices unless he is fortunate 
enough to be in a neighborhod where 
dairymen have overcome their beset- 
ting sin and understand the value of 
a milking inheritance. 

The breeders of. special purpose 
dairy cattle have less difficulty than 
breeders of special purpose beef cat- 
tle. These men are after milk, and 
milk only, and hence really up-to-date 
dairymen buy milking inheritance. 
The dairyman who is using dual pur- 
pose cattle often fails to realize that 
this is quite as distinctly a special 
purpose breed as any of the recog- 
nized dairy breeds such as Jerseys, 
Holsteins, or Guernsies. Its special 
purpose is not the production of milk 
solely, but the production of a quan- 
tity of milk and a quantity of beef 
which makes it more valuable to a 
certain class of farmers than either 
the beef breeds (also special purpose) 
or the special purpose dairy breeds. 

There is not much difficulty in 
securing beef conformation. There is 
difficulty, however, in scuring in 
these dual purpose breeds milking in- 
heritance. It is in fact quite difficult 
to secure it, but it can be secured if 
farmers will simply ascertain, when 
they want to buy a dual purpose sire 
to head their herds, how much milk 
the dam will give and has given, the 
per cent of butter fat, and how long 
she continues milking. Does she dry 
up under six months, or does she milk 
nine or-ten months? 

We are quite well aware of the dif- 
ficulty of getting these questions 
answered. The average breeder when 
asked about milking Short-horn cattle 
really don’t know, because he has a 
herdsman who don’t believe in dual 
purpose cattle; or, if he does believe 
in them, does not weigh and test, and 
hence can not tell. We confess to a 
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trifugal cream separator.

feeling of a good deal of disgust when 
when we go into a herd of Short-horns 
or Red Polls or Polled Durhams, ask 
how much milk a cow gives, and are 
told that it “takes two buckets to hold 
her milk,” or that “the calf can not 
take all of it,” or that all his cows are 
“heavy milkers.” The fact is he don't 
know; he is only guessing about it; 
and any experienced dairyman knows 
when he looks at some of his choicest 
cattle that they will not give more 
milk than is necessary for the calf, 
and sometimes not tiat. 

The dairyman would be greatly 
helped in overcoming this besetting 
sin if the breeder of these breeds 
above mentioned could overcome his 
habit of guessing and put himself in 





a position to know the actual facts 
about his own cattle. There are a 
few breeders who do know; but the 
trouble with them is that they can not 
sell their bulls at as high prices as 
neighbors who develop theirs mainly 
for beef; because in order to know 
that they must milk their cows and 
raise their calves by hand. Hence 
they do not present the same fine ap- 
pearance to the eye that is made by 
the ealf that has run with the dam and 
perhaps had the help of a nurse cow 
and all it could eat besides. We shall 
never get results from our dairies un- 
til the dairyman overcomes this be- 
setting sin of buying something cheap, 
and anything that will bring the cow 
fresh nine months hence, 
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The Hog.

WIILL IT PAY TO COOK FEED FOR 
HOGS THIS YEAR? 


A correspondent asks the above 
question, to which we reply that if 
there is anything that is settled defi- 
nitely by experiments conducted by the 
stations in several different states and 
in Canada also, it is that it does not 
pay to cook feed generally for hogs, 
no matter what the price. Professor 
Henry sums up a large number of ex- 
periments, the average of all of them 
showing that 476 pounds of uncooked 
meal or grain were required for 100 
pounds of gain on pigs, while after it 
was cooked 505 pounds were required. 
In other words, there was a loss of 
6 per cent in feeding value by cook- 
ing. Even if there were a gain of 6 
per cent on one hundred pounds, it 
would not pay a man for building the 
fire, putting on the kettle and hand- 
ling the grain. 

This, as so many ‘of the results of 
experiment station work, confirms the 
practical judgment of the farmer. We 
remember that about thirty years ago 
feed cookers had a large sale among 
swine growers, and especially among 
feeders on a large scale in a certain 
section of the country. Cooking feed 
was all the rage; but ‘n two years you 
could buy all these cookers for the 
price of old iron. 

There are some things that require 
cooking, for example potatoes. The 
same way be said of roots of all kinds; 
but everything goes to sho that it is 
a waste of time and money to cook 
grain for hogs. The only advantage 
that we could ever see in cooking feed 
was in the case of aged brood sows 
that it was desirable to fatten up as 
rapidly as possible in a short period 
of time. They would eat more of the 
cooked feed than of the raw, because 
it was more palatable. It has always 
been a question with us, however, 
whether warming the feed to increase 
the palatability and induce them to 
eat more of it would not be more 
profitable than cooking it, because 
thereby the inevitable loss in nutri- 
tion would be avoided. The reason 
why it pays to cook potatoes is be- 
cause the starch in the potato is in 
such form that it is not easily digested 
unless the cells are broken. Every 
housewife knows how rapidly the color 
of a potato changes by mashing after 
cooking it. Cooking simply bursts 
the starch cells and mashing com- 
pletes the process, so that what st 
first was yellowish becomes almost 
pure white. 








RATION FOR HOGS. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“I am feeding sixty-eight head of 
hogs. I intend to keep twelve sows 
for breeding _ purposes and fatten the 
remainder. What is the cheapest and 
best ration to give them? I have some 
sweet milk every day. Corn is worth 
50 to 60 cents a bushel; shorts, $1.45 
per cwt.; oil meal, $1.70 per cwt.; oats, 
45 cents a bushel.” 

From the feeds named about the 
cheapest ration is corn and oil meal 
in the proportion of eight parts of corn 
to one part of oil meal,.if’ the hogs 
are not getting clover pasture. [ff 
they are getting clover pasture ten 
parts of corn to one part of oil meal. 
The best ration for the brood sows 
would be shorts and corn half and 
half. This is a more costly ration than 
the other, but we think is better for 
brood sows. If our correspondent can 
get bran at the same price as shorts 
or less we would substitute the bran 
for the shorts. 


TO PREVENT ROOTING. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“T have 125 pigs weighing 175 to 200 
pounds. They are April pigs and they 
are sleeping in a barn where there is 
nothing but a dirt floor. They are be- 
ginning to root the floor now, and I 
have been thinking about cutting a 
piece out of the nose of each one. 
What do you think about that?’ 

In as much as these pigs will soon 
go to market, we doubt whether our 
correspondent ought to try the plan 
suggested. The question of how to 
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prevent pigs from rooting up _ dirt 
floors was discussed in our columns 
some time during the past two or three 
years, and what seemed to us to be the 
best suggestion made at that time was 
to shovel off the upper two or three 
inches of the floor, cover with woven 
wire, staking it down well, and then 
put back the dirt thrown out. If any 
of our correspondents have a better 
plan to suggest we would be glad to 
have it.

CORN MEAL AND TANKAGE FOR 
FATTENING HOGS. 


Corn is very high this year and 
farmers have two motives for using 
supplementary feeds; one to secure a 
cheaper ration and the other to secure 
a better balance. The feeds used for 
balancing are tankage, alfalfa meal, 
oil meal and cotton seed meal. Cot- 
ton seed meal can not generally be 
used safely with hogs. 

Under these conditions our readers 
may be interested in an experiment 
conducted at the Purdue (Indiana) 
station, comparing linseed meal, or 
what we usually call oil meal, and 
tankage. The tankage cost $40 per 
ton, the oil meal $30. 

The average daily gain per head on 
all hogs fed on corn meal and tankage 
was 1.61 pounds; on those fed corn 
meal and linseed meal 1.49 pounds. 
The amount of feed consumed per 
pound of gain was slightly in favor 
of the tankage fed lot, while the cost 
of gain was 14 cents per hundred in 
favor of the ration of corn meal and 
tankage as compared with corn meal 
and oil meal. 

The bulletin shows that with corn 
meal at $12 per ton and tankage ut 
$34, the cost of producing pork was 
2.63 per 100 pounds; with corn meal 
at $18 per ton and tankage at $40 the 
cost would be $3.82; with corn meal 
at $24 per ton and tankage at $45 the 
cost would be $4.99. 

The amount of tankage used in pro- 
portion to the corn meal was about 
half that of the oil meal to corn meal 
in each experiment, the reason being 
that the tankage purchased had twice 
the amount of protein that the oil 
meal had.
